Parliament assembled, to enquire into the Duties Salaries and Emolu- m 

ments of the Officers Clerks and Ministers of Justice in all Temporal and 
Ecclesiastical Courts in Ireland, that the several Ministerial Offices in His ‘ 

Majesty’s High Court of Chancery in Ireland, require regulations for 
ensuring the more easy cheap and expeditious administration of Justice 
in the said Court : 

And whereas some of such regulations may be carried into effect by Regulations 
general orders of the said Court, but certain other regulations are required, 
which cannot be carried into effect without the aid of Parliament :
